Flower Garden.—But few flowers appear in this 
month; of these the chief are the yellow crocus and 
white snowdrop, the polyanthus and hepaticus, toge- 
ther with the modest but welcome daisy, which abounds 
in sheltered meadows. In mild weather dress auricula 
plants in pots, and transplant carnation plants which 
were raised last year from layers if the plants are to- 
lerably strong. Finish pruning. Sow choice hardy 
annuals in flower borders.

Birds.—Early in this month the naturalist recog- 
nises the sweet notes of the woodlark, and the wild 
ones of the thrush, the thrill whistling of the yellow- 
hammer and chaflinch, the loud voice of the green 
woodpecker, the hootings of the wood-owl, and the 
clamour of the stone curlew.

Insects.—The small egger-moth (eriogaster lanes- 
tris), which spins in summer, appears in this month, 
The bee also begins to rub his eyelids and peep out 
from his castle.

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FOREIGN SUMMARY. 


France.—At Paris the debates on Italy, and the 
news from Naples, were the topics of discussion in all 
circles. The apology for Austria, delivered by M. 
Guizot, is the subject of indignant reprobation from all 
parties, save the immediate adherents of the Cabinet. 

Spain.—The weather was more mild in Madrid. 
There were over 80,000 sick, without counting those 
in the hospitals. The mortality was not greater during 
the worst period of the cholera: Visits had been 
interchanged between Mr, Bulwer and Espartero. 
Isturitz had a long interview with Mr, Bulwer on the 
24th. The Montemolinist plot detected by Guerra, oli- 
tical chief of Alicante, has startled cae a good deal. 
It was a timely warning to the Government, who were 
beginning to crow over the extinction of Carlism with 
the Catalan rebellion, and might have relapsed into 
dangerous security. It shows that the elements of 
the pretender’s cause are wide-spread and deep-rooted, 
and may burst into open action at any moment when 


least expected.

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GAMES OF THE SEASON. 

Sxatine iv St, Jamwus’s Panx.—Of all the 
vicissitudes of the present remarkable season, 
few have been so strongly marked as the sud- 
den transition, during the week ending on last 
Saturday, from the moderate weather of the early 
part to the severe frost of Thursday and Friday 
nights, and which on Saturday resolved itself into 
a thaw, with a return to a temperature of 36 
degrees, just twelve degrees difference from the 
day before, when the thermometer in the air was 
down to 24degrees, Oh! the disappointments at 
the Serpentine, the reservoir, the Green-park, and 
the ornamental waters that grace St. James’s-park. 
How many agile skaters, aspiring young adven- 
turers on the slides, and fair promenaders came 
and saw, and returned with a sigh when on 
arriving at the water’s edge on Saturday last they 
found the young ice, so gladly welcomed the day 
before, rotten, broken, and condemned, by the 
life-preserving police of the Humane Society! 
On Friday the rumour was that old Thames 
had submitted to King Frost, and ‘ bound in 
icy fetters lay.” But next day came, and 
there his waters were, sullen and silent; his liquid 
surface presenting the same unstable independence 
he usually enjoys in the ample tidal bed provided 
for him, The news arriving from the country, how- 
ever, seems to have had something more solid to 
rest upon. On Wednesday morning the guards 
who arrived at the General Post-office by the dif- 
ferent railway-trains stated that many parts of the 
country, especially in the north, were covered 
several feet deep with snow, and the waters com- 
pletely frozen some inches thick. On most of the 
rivers of Scotland, during the early part of the 
week, the ice was found strong enough to afford 
sport to skaters and curlers; and on Tuesday, 
and the three succeeding days, several important 
games were played. It was well, too, that they 
thus took frost by the forelock ; for it is a question 
whether another opportunity will be afforded this 
Season for the enjoyment of this Scottish national 
game. The Caledonian Curling Club, arbenialy, 
enjoyed an excellent day's sport on. Tuesday week, 
the greatest match witnessed 11 modern times 
having taken place on that day. The game ex- 
cited a vast deal of interest. Players were present

The coroner explained that he should perform his 
duty, and remonstrated against the folly of resist- 
ance. But the ill-fated Mr. Waldron could not be 
brought to reason. Two of the coroner’s men, 
after some further parley, proceeded to apply 
crowbars to the gate with a view to force it, when 
Mr, Waldron fired from within through the bars, 
severely wounding one of the men, The police 
immediately fired, when the affray became general, 
and no less than from twelve to fifteen shots were 
exchanged through the gate. Mr. Waldron re- 
ceived one ball in the forehead, and fell lifeless to 
the ground; several of his relations were wounded, 
as also some of the police.

Monday the annual general meeting of this society (of 
which her Majesty is the patron), founded in 1827, for 
the purpose of allowing annuities to decayed mer- 
chants, bankers, professional men, tradesmen, and 
otheys, and to females belonging to the same class of 
society, was. held at the London Tavern, to receive the 
report, to clect six annuitants, and to transact general 
business, Henry Pownall, Haq., presided, The re- 
port, which was read by Mr, Stephen J, Aldrich, the 
secretary, stated that during the past year the directors 
had increased the payments to the annuitants to the 
maximum amount allowed by the present law, viz., 
£1. 12s. per month the men, and £1. 4s, the women. 
Of the annuitants now on the fund there were seven 
men, four of whom were 80 years of age; and sixteen 
women, the eldest. of whom was 85 years of.age, and the 
youngest 64, The directors acknowledged with thanks 
the kindness of the Lord Bishop of Salisbury, the Dean 
of Winchester, and the Rev, W. W, CBARIDUSYS, M.A., 
reotor of Whitechapel: each of whom had most pow- 
erfully advocated the cause of the charity during the 
yast year, The directors had invested £676, 13s, 6d, 
in the public funds since their last report, The funded 
property now amounted to £1672, 8s, 1d., being an 
increase since 1844 of £1272. 8s. 1d. The donations 
and subscriptions during the past year exceeded that 
of 1846 by £556, 19s. 3d, The anniversary festival was 
fixed to take place on Wednesday, the 16th instant, on 
which occasion’ George Hudson, M.P,, had consented 
to preside. 


Tue Suppty or Gas To MARYLEBONE.— 
On Saturday, at the meeting of the Marylebone vestry, 
the third amended report of the gas committee appointed 
to consider the terms upon which the Western Gas 
Company shall be admitted into Marylebone, was 
brought up for consideration. ‘The terms of the report 
are exceedingly favourable to the Western Company, 
reducing the security from £15,000 to £10,000; granting 
them permission to lay down their mains on the com- 
pletion of such security, to be completed within three 
years, with power to enter into a contract, six months 
previous to the present contract with the Imperial 
Company expiring, to light the public lamps of Mary- 
lebone with gas, or some other equivalent, until their 
pipes are laid; with the proviso, that if they enter into 
any arrangement or combination with any other com- 
pany the vestry shall have the power of cutting off their 
supply.

Loss or Two Lives at Bow Brewrry.— 
Last weck Mr. Baker, the coroner, received infor- 
mation of the following melancholy spr inbbaape Soe 
took place at the brewery of Messrs. Ab 00 ees 
Bow, by which two men, of the names © ; illiam 
Clarke and Richard Sims, who were in the employment 
of the firm, unfortunately. lost their lives. Tt was their 
duty to clean out one of the vats in the vat depart 
ment, which contained about 291 barrels, preparatory 
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to being filled with ale. They were last seen about five 
o’clock, when they were going to the vat to remove the 
grain in it. About an hour afterwards, as they were 
not to be found anywhere, it occurred to a man named 
Tabes, who observed their candle in the vat, that they 
might probably have fallen in. He looked down, when 
he observed them both lying at the bottom of the vat, 
which is a depth of twenty-five fect. He gave the 
alarm, upon high several men ran to his assistance, 
He (Tabes) was lowered by a rope tied round his body, 
when he got them both out, but at great risk of the 
loss of his own life. They neither of them showed 
any signs of life. By this time Mr. i. Abbott heard 
of the distressing accident, upon which he sent for 
several medical gentlemen, who were promptl in 
attendance, but who could afford no assistance. It is 
supposed that, as Sims was in the vat under Clarke, 
he must have gone down first, and that being over- 
powered by the mephitic or carbonic acid gas, Clarke 
went to his assistance, when they were both overcome, 
Clarke was foreman of that department, and had been 
in the service about five years. He was well acquainted 
with the danger, and was often cautioned to be careful, 
He has left a widow and three children. 


A Warnine ro BacnheLors.—STANLEY 
v. Houmes.—Tue Wuppinc Rinc.—This was an 
action at the City of London County Court to recover 
the sum of 12s., being the price of a weeding ring, 
which the plaintiff, a tailor, had presented to the de. 
fendant, a milliner and dressmaker. The plaintiff

fendant, and asked the plaintiff if he had not been for 
some time out of work ?—-He said he had.—Mr. Wake- 
ling said: To be sure you have, and that is the reason 
my client has not married you, She knew you had 
not the means to maintain her; and, as she was not 
in.a position to ate you, she has wisely, for the 
present, broken off the contract, Now, sir, has she 
ever, in direct terms, told you she would not have you 
for a husband ?—-The plaintiff said she had not,—Mr, 
Wakeling, laughing, told him not to despair, but bear 
in mind the words of the song, ‘‘ We may be happy 
yet.” Be that as it might, however, he contended 
that the plaintiff could not recover, as it was clear the 
ring was a present to his client.—The judge was of the 
same opinion, and gave a verdict for the defendant. 


SHAMEFUL TREATMENT OF THE Poor, — 
At Worship-street J. Baynes and J. Downes, the ? 
latter of whom stated that he had carried on business 
as amaster butcher in the district for thirty years, ¢ 
applied to Mr. Hammill for assistance, It appeared § 
from the statement of Baynes that, having recently 
had the misfortune to lose his wife by apoplexy, and 
one of his children by smallpox a few hours after- 
wards, he was reduced to such distress and privation 
that, being unable to obtain any provision for his three 
remaining children, one of whom was dumb, and all 
in delicate health, he was compelled to apply to Mr. 
Finlater, the overseer of the Whitechapel union, for 
admission to the house, having lived -for four years in 
that parish. Mr, Finlater gave him an order for one 
night’s lodging only, and, on presenting it on Satur- 
day might at the house, he and his children were con- 
ducted down a gateway to a kind of long shed in the 
rear of the building, where he found about forty other 
outcasts huddled together upon the ground, with 
nothing but a little straw to serve for a bed, and were 
each presented with a small piece of dry bread, which 
was the only sustenance they received. The place 
had two skylights on the roof, but so many of the 
panes in them were broken that the wind and rain 
poured down upon them throughout the night, and 
they were almost paralyzed with cold and damp, which 
produced in each of them a severe attack ofrheumatism 
and the sense of hearing in one had been since almost 
entirely destroyed. The place was so infested with 
rats that one of them, who had saved his bread for the 
morning in his hat, found that it had been devoured 
and the handkerchief in which it was wrapped had 
been partly dragged down one of the holes. The next 
morning they were all turned out, without any food 
being given them, and their renewed entreaties to be 
taken into the workhouse were met with a determined 
refusal, and an intimation that if they returned at 
night they must expect no other accommodation, In 
this emergency they had since been compelled to sub 
Sist upon the casual bounty of strangers; and, as they 
were both in a state of extreme debility and suffering 
and one of them had three sickly and starving children

Tym Discovery oF Coan at VANCcOU- 
ver’s ISLAND.—An excellent specimen of coal has 
been brought home by her Majesty’s ship Cormorant 
from Vancouver’s Island, It is considered by com- 
petent judges to be good and serviceable, an equal 
to any in the British mines. The Cormorant had been 
enabled readily to procure it in large quantities at the 
rate of 4s, per ton, whilst at Valparaiso the price of 
of British coal was as high as £16 per ton.

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New Era in SteEAM Navicarion.—In the 
Washington Union of Jan. 5 is along report from a 
board of professional engineers and others, appointed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury to test an important 
improvement in the construction of naval steam- 
engines, the invention of Captain Ericsson, There 
appears to be an apparatus called an evaporator, and 
another a condenser, conveniently arranged amidst 
the machinery so as to occupy very little space. By 
this the steam, after Neeteeue its work, is converted 
into water, and forced back into the boiler—again and 
again taking the same routine. As some of the steam 
will always be lost by loose joints, the evaporator sup- 
plies the deficiency from the element in which the 
vessel floats, and from this increased supply of steam 


the condenser affords any desired amount of fresh 
water. 


Tue Lost Avenaer.—Subscriptions are 
being raised in behalf of the widows and orphans or 
other surviving relatives of the crew of this unfortu- 
nate vessel, Captain J. Toup Nicolas, superintendent 
of the Royal William Victualling-yard and Hospital, 
has kindly given directions that such of the widows as 
are residing here shall be entered as nurses in the 
Royal Naval Hospital, as vacancies may occur, in 
preference to all other candidates. We have great 
pleasure also in giving publicity to a noble act of 
spontaneous benevolence on the part of the officers 
and crew of the Excellent gunnery-ship, Captain H. D. 
Chads, C.B., which took place at Portsmouth on 
Thursday, when the whole of the crew came forward 
and volunteered one day’s pay each towards the relief 
of the distressed relatives of the crew of the Avenger, 
and this excellent example was at once followed by the 
officers. — Plymouth Times, 


ANOTHER STEAM-BOAT DISASTER IN THE 
Unitep Srarrs.—Another steam-boat disaster is 
reported. A letter from Pittsburg, dated the 11th of 
January, says :—‘' The steamer Blue Ridge blew up 
with a frightful explosion, about one o’clock on the 
morning of the 11th, during the prevalence of a very 
severe snow-storm, The explosion was tremendous, 
reducing the boat to a perfect wreck. Such was the 
force that the cabin was thrown over the boilers and 
clear of them, The hull sank immediately, but the 
portion of the cabin which was torn off by the force 
of the explosion remained afloat; and to this those 
of the passengers who were saved clung for life. Thus 
immersed in the water, on a night of intense severity, 
and almost naked, the poor creatures floated eight 
miles down the river before they were released. No 
just conclusion as to the number of those who were 
ost can be arrived at. There were about seventy 
passengers on board, of whom twenty or thirty 
perished, But few of those who were rescued saved 
anything, most of them having to go on shore in their 
night clothes, just as they were aroused from their 
berths at the occurrence of the disaster. The cause 
ofthe explosion is doubtless attributable to the de- 
fective boilers, which had been in use nine years.” 


Suicipe or A Woman To EvapeE Justice. 
On Saturday last Mr. Mills held an inquest at the 
Castle Inn, Isleworth, on the body of Caroline Frith, 
aged 68, who hung herself under the following singular 
circumstances:—The deceased had a daughter by a 
former husband, named Cook, and at the commence- 
ment of the present month the girl Cook and another 
girl, named Sarah Volley, were taken into custody 
on a charge of stealing some shoes, the deceased being 
also charged as the receiver of the stolen goods. The 
case was tried at the last session of the Central Crimi- 
nal Court, but they were all acquitted in consequence 
of there being a misnomer in the indictment. The 
Brentford magistrates, however, finding that other 
shoes had been stolen, not mentioned in the first in- 
dictment, ordered the reapprehension of all the parties 
previously charged, The deceased heard of this, and 
to escape apprehension she hung herself to the 
bedpost. A verdict of ‘Temporary insanity’ was 
returned. 


DANGER oF Ustnc CHLOROFORM.—When 
Mr. Brande’s lecture on chloroform was reported on 
Saturday last, it was not known that the guinea pig which 
was placed under itsinfluence hasdied. The littleanimal 
had some days before been subjected to chloroform ya- 

our, and had not, apparently, suffered from its effects 
after its recovery from insensibility. The same quantity 
of chloroform was used during the lecture that had before 
been employed, and in all respects the guinea pig was 
similarly treated; but, upon being exposed to the air, 
it only partially rallied, and then relapsed and died ; 
thus showing how completely in its infancy is the use 
of this agent, how dangerous are its effects under cer- 
tain circumstances, the nature of which was yet un- 
known, and how necessary were the cautions regarding 
its employment given by the learned lecturer. The 
result is to be esteemed most instructive, as indicating 
the difficulty that exists of knowing to what extent the 
inhalation may be carried without endangering life. 


Puruuips’s Patent Fine ANNInILATOR.— 
“We have during the last few days recorded the ravages 
of several disastrous fires in the heart of London— 
none more so than those in the Burlington-areade and 
Cheapside. In both instances fire-engines and a 
supply of water were at hand, and yet the damage 
done was considerable, and the losses, as be all such 
cases, irreparable. ‘The ratio Im which ue is mul- 
tiplied by time is so immense that some mode of grap- 
pling with the element as soon as it breaks out is the 
reat desideratum, We have had an opportunity, 
during the last few days, of witnessing some experlments 
with Mr, Phillips’s vapour-engine, by which flames 


are instantaneously extinguished. The discovery cer- 
tainly appears most simple and, at the same time, per- 
fectly efficacious. The origin of this discovery de- 
serves to be recorded as a proof of what may be 
accomplished by a man of genius and observation, 
who labours for the advancement of science in the best 
school of knowledge, the laboratory of nature. We 
are told that Mr, Phillips, the inventor of this new 
engine, was first led to prosecute his researches in this 
direction in consequence of observing that the vapour 
which issued from a volcano during an eruption had 
the effect of extinguishing flame the moment that it 
came in contact with it. He accordingly set about 
examining the composition of this vapour, and the 
present invention is the result of his inquiries. 


Accidents and Offences. 


THe ACCIDENT AT THE EusTON-SQUARE 
STATION.—At an adjourned inquest held with refer. 
ence to the recent accident at the Euston-square 
station, Mr. Cubitt, on being asked if he could ex. 
plain the cause, said, ‘‘ I am ashamed to say I have 
not arrived at a satisfactory conclusion upon it. I 
don’t think that the scaffolding had in the slightest 
degree anything to do with it. I can find no satis- 
factory cause in any one particular part for this acci- 
dent. I am of opinion that these columns would 
eventually have been quite strong enough to carry all 
the work. I see nothing in the construction that 
should have led to this. am inclined to think if al] 
this work had been done in a more favourable part of 
the year it might have been done in half the time we 
have been about this, and have been done safely,” 


AccipENT on THE River.—On Saturday 
night last, shortly before eight o’clock, an accident 
happened at London-bridge, by which two persons 
lost their lives. It appears that a lighter, laden with 
sand, called the Charles, belonging to Mr. Reading, 
of Bankside, was coming up the river with the tide, 
having five men on board, and upon reaching London- 
bridge the men were unable to lower the mast in time 
to pass under the bridge, the lighter ran with violence 
against the centre arch, and went over. The men 
were all thrown into the water ; three were picked up, 
but the other two were unfortunately drowned. 


EXTRAORDINARY ATTEMPT AT SuIcipE 
OFF BLACKFRIARS-BRIDGE.—On Saturday afternoon, 
between two and three o’clock, a most extraordinary 
attempt at suicide was made by Mr. Charles Bertie, 
aged 35, a solicitor’s clerk, residing in Mercover- 
street, Kensington, It appears that Mr. Bertie, who 
had been in a declining state of health for several 
weeks, was observed parading Blackfriars-bridge in a 
strange manner, so as to attract the attention of seve- 
ral passers by, when suddenly he entered one of the 
recesses, and immediately precipitated himself there- 
from into the river. Boats immediately put off, but 
several minutes elapsed before the body was picked 
up. It was at once conveyed to the Glazier’s Arms, 
Water-lane, and, although in an apparently lifeless 
state, by prompt assistance aliarded. animation was 
restored. Mr. Bertie, who gave no reason for his at- 
tempt at the rash act, is a married man and has a 
family. He was again brought up on the charge, and 
his brother was also in attendance.—Alderman Gibbs, 
addressing Mr, Bertie, said that he had received two 
letters, one of them from Dr. M‘Murdo, which quite 
satisfied him as to the course he was about to ado t.

Some 
hyper critics there were who settled all his claims 
to histrionic honours by calling him a mere imi- 
tator of Edmund Kean; but there was a freshness 
and vigour in his acting, and a careful attention 
throughout to the reading, that claim for him the ap- 
pellation of a great and original actor; unfettered by 
the accepted conventionalities of the modern stage, he 
gives evidence of genius of no common order ; he never 
overacts ; there are no uncalled-for bursts, no raving, 
or ‘ tearing passion into rags: but the exercise of 
intellect and judgment of the highest class enables 
him to carry nis audience with him through a play at 
no time interestiny save as a delineation of the career 
ofa man unhesitatingly bad, and whose ultimate down- 
fal is the climax of the piece. 

We can only say that Mr, Brooke’s delineation of 
the avaricious villain, ready to sacrifice all to his 
ruling passion, was 4 masterpiece, We should like to 
see him better supported, and hope to meet him on a 
larger stage. Mr, Holl’s Wellborn was good and 
spirited throughout, and Mr. Davidge’s Marall was 
from first to last the acting of an accomplished artist. 
Mrs. Brougham’s Lady Allworth was excellent; and 
the piece was put on the stage in a way that is highly 
creditable to the management.

LOUIS PHILIPPE AND HIS QUEEN. 

In the streets the King now never walks, and 
the conversations take place within the precincts of 
the palace. When the hour of dinner arrives, her 
eee the Queen is in the habit of sitting down with 
her children, in her lifetime with her late sister-in-law, 
Madame Adelaide, and the guests invited en famille. 
The King sometimes appears after the soup is eaten, 
and often towards the close of the repast. ‘The maitre 
a’hétel, however, knows his Majesty’s simple taste ; 
and very often it happens that the individual who sits 
down latest has first finished his repast. His Majesty 
drinks pure Bordeaux of the best quality, without any 

admixture of water. The wine is 

presented to him in a glass claret- 

jug, and such as is used in England. 
The Queen, who is what the French 
call dévote, very often invites the 
abbesses and heads of convents, who 
arrive in Paris on religious affairs 
to dine thus with her Majesty; an 
the King, who knows the ‘foible of 
her Majesty, always offers these 
worthy religieuses the primeur of 
his claret-jug. Sometimes he enters 
into conversation with the wre 
abbess, and if she prove a sensible 
and tolerant woman, with rational 
views, the King orders his maitre 
d’hétel to learn the day on which she 
is leaving Paris, and to place a 
small pannier in her carriage, or in 
the malle poste, as the case may be, 
a bottle of his Majesty's favourite 
wine, in a_ crystal claret-jug, & 
poularde de Mans dépécée, and one 
of his Majesty’s petits pains de 
Paris, made in the Tuileries, rolled 
up in a fine damask napkin. In 
this manner, by the devotion of the 
Queen, and the King’s attention to 
the creature-comforts of the reli- 
gieux and religieuses, they have 
both won golden opinions from even 
Carlist convents. We have our- 
selves heard the abbess of the 
Dames Nobles of Cahors, and a 
Henri Quinquisite dignitary of Tou- 
louse, speak in raptures 0 both the 
King and Queen of the French. 

Religious matters, or questions 
connected with the church, clergy, 
convents, &c., his Majesty always 
refers to the Queen, On applica- 
tions from political men and men of 
letters, Louis Philippe always con- 
sulted his sister Madame Adelaide ; 
and we verily believe there was not 
an important political question agi- 
tated, having reference to the in- 
ternal condition of France, in which 
he was not also desirous of having 
the benefit of her calm and experi- 
enced judgment. 

‘After coffee his Majesty reads a 
journal or two, and converses alter- 
nately, At ten o’clock P.M. he 
again enters his cabinet de travail, 
assumes his old coat, or a robe de 
chambre, and continues to read the 

apers, and to pore over reports of 

linisters, and more especially of 
the Cour de Assises, till two or three 
in the morning. In her lifetime, 
Madame Adelaide and the King’s 
secretary, the Baron Fain, were the

THE MAGAZINES, &c. 

Blackwood,—-The most interesting article of this 
monthly is a review of ‘‘ Schnitzler’s Secret History 
of the Court and Government of Russia.” Having 
already noticed this work (Lapy’s Nuwsparmr, 
Nos, 47 and 48), it is not necessary to revert to it 
on this occasion further than ts extracting a pas- 
sage from the article in ‘“‘ Blackwood,” which we 
feel sure will interest :— 


* But the duke is evidently not a favourite with the 
Frenchman (M. Schnitaler), and we do not much 
wonder at this feeling in a Frenchman, poor as it is. 
Without giving any opinion of his own, he inserts a 
little sneer from the work of Lacretelle on the ‘ Con- 
sulate andthe Empire.’ On this authority, Welling. 
ton is ‘a general of excellent understanding, phlegmatic 
and tenacious, proceeding not by enthusiasm, but by 
order, discipline, and slow combinations, trusting but 
little to chance, and smnproying about him all the 
popular and vindictive assions, fr 
s exempt,’ By all which M. Lacretelle means that 
the duke is a dull dog, without a particle of 
genius; simply a plodding, positive man, who, by 
mere toil and time, gained his Rbyects, which any 
Dutchman could have gained as well, and which any 
Frenchman would have scorned to gain. With this 
French folly we have not sufficient time, nor have we 
sufficient respect for the national failing, to argue. 
‘* But the true view of Wellington’s character as a 
‘soldier would be brilliancy of conception. What 
more brilliant conception han his first great battle, 
Assaye, which finished the Indian war? What more 
‘brilliant conception than his capture of Badajoz and 
Ciudad in the Tacs of the two armies of Massena and 
Soult advancing on him from the south and north, and 
-each equal to his own force; while he thus snatched 
-away the prize in the actual presence of each, and left 
the two French generals the mortification of having 
marched three hundred miles a-piece ay to be lookers- 
on? What more brilliant conception than his march 
of four hundred miles, without a stop, from Portugal 
to Vittoria, where he crushed the I’rench army, cap- 
tured one hundred and fifty pieces of cannon, and sent 
the French King and all his courtiers flying over the 
Pyrenees? What, again, more brilliant conception 
than his storming the Pyrenees, and being the first of 
the Huropean generals to enter France? and, finally, 
his massacre of the French army, with Soult, Ney, and 
Napoleon at their head, on the crowning day of 
Waterloo ? 

‘* But all this was mere ‘ pugnacity and tenacity,’ 
and sulkiness and stupidity, because it was not done 
with a theatrical programme, and with the air of an 
opera-dancer. Yet M. Lacretelle’s sketch, invidious 
as he intends it to be, gives, involuntarily, the very 
‘highest rank of generalship to its object. “Mor, what 
higher qualities can a general have than trusting 
nothing to chance, being superior to enthusiasm— 
which, in the French vocabular , Means extravagance 
and giddiness—and acting by dees and effective com- 
-binations, which, as every man knows, are the moat 
profound problems and the most brilliant triumphs of 
mnilitary genius? Let it be remembered, too, that in 
the seven years’ war of the Peninsula Wellington 
-never had twenty-five thousand English bayonets in 
the field; that the Spanish armies were almost whally 
disorganized, and that the Portuguese were raw troops; 
while the French had nearly two hundred thousan 
men constantly recruited and supplied from France } 
—Yet, that Wellington never was beaten, that he met 
either six or seyen of the French field-marshals and 
beat them all; and that at Waterloo, with a motley arm 
of recruits, of whom but thirty thousand were English 
~-and those new troops—and ten thousand German, 
he beat Napoleon at the head of seventy-two thousand 
' Frenchmen, all veterans; trampled his army in the 
field, hunted him to Paris, took every fortress on the 
road, captured Paris, destroyed his dynasty, dissolved 
the remnants of the French army on the Loire, and 
sent Napoleon himself to expiate his guilt and finish 
his career, under an English guard, in St. Helena, 

. We need not envy the Frenchman for his ‘ taste 
for enthusiasm,’ his scorn of § science,’ his disdain of 
-€ profound combinations,’ and his passion for winning 
battles by the magic of a village conjuror. : 
‘* M. Schnitzler disapproves even of the physiognomy 
of the duke, ‘ His nose was too aquiline, and stood 
out too prominently on his sunburnt countenance, and 
his features, all strongly marked, were not devoid of an 
air of pretension,’ E fe objects to his. appearing 
‘ without a splendid military costume, to improve his 
appearance |’ And yet, all this foolery is the wisdom 
of foreigners. No man, however renowned, must 
“forget ‘the imposing.’ Hannibal, or Alexander the 
Great, would have been nothing in their eyes, tik 
in the uniform of the ‘ Legion of Honour,’ His walk- 
ing, and walking without attendants, through the 
streets, was a horror, rendered worse and worse by his 
‘wearing a black frock-coat and round hat.’ Even 
when he appeared in uniform on state occasions, ‘ he 
was equally luckless;’ for the costume of a Russian 
field-marshal, which had been given. to him by 
Alexander, did not fit him, and was too large for his 
thinness, On the whole, the duke failed, as we are 
told, to gain any remarkable success in the Russian 
Salons.’

the work as one possessing great talent, and 
well worth a diligent perusal. One sentiment 
in the early part of the work, we think, would 
have been better omitted, as it is calculated to 
convey a different idea from that intended by the 
author. We allude to the often-mooted question 
of the consistency of geology with Genesis. Dr. 
Mantell, speaking on this subject, says—'* Nothing 
is more unwarrantable than attempts to identify 
theories in science with particular interpretations 
of the sacred text.” Now, though Dr. Mantell 
distinctly affirms his belief that there is not likely 
to be found any difference between the inspired 
account of creation and the marble graven records 
that geology discloses, we think this assertion in- 
judicious, as tending to convey the notion to minds 
already warped by prejudice (and we regret that 
there is even now strong prejudice against this 
science), that the author doubts this agreement of 
the two accounts; and that the statement in ques- 
tion must be looked upon as a tacit acknowledg- 
ment of the un-orthodoxy of geology. He also 
speaks of “ the presumption which would fain 
prove the truth of scripture by physical evidence.” 
(This, by-the-by, he has put between inverted 
commas as not his own, though he does not say 
whose it is.) Now, we think, after the admirable 
work on the subject by Dr, Buckland, ‘* The 
Bridgewater Treatise,’ and, later, that by Pro- 
fessor Silliman (to whom this work is dedicated), 
called the ‘ Wonders of the Earth, and Truths of 
the Bible,” and the other clever works of a like 
nature, it is rather bad taste of our author to speak 
of such works as ‘¢ the presumption of ignorance.” 


In noticing the almost incredible periods of time 
which must have elapsed in some of the geological 
epochs, Dr. Mantell employs the following little 
bit of true philosophy :— 

“Time and change are great only with reference 
to the faculties of beings which note them; the in- 
sect of a day, contrasting its ephemeral life with that 
of the flowers on which it rests, would attribute an un- 
changing permanence to the most evanescent of vege- 
table forms; while the flowers, the trees, and the forests 
would ascribe an endless duration to the soil on which 
they grow; and thus, uninstructed man, comparing his 
transient earthly existence with the solid framework 
of the world he inhabits, deems the hills and moun- 
tains around him, coeval with the globe itself,” 


Dr, Mantell has paid some attention to a part of 
the subject which we are surprised to find has been 
so much overlooked by most geological writers ; we 
mean the calling in of astronomy to aid geology by 
the observations on the gradual cooling of nebulz, 

In conclusion, we cannot but speak favourably 
of the illustrations, both on stone and wood, which, 
with accuracy of drawing, furnish fine specimens 
of lithography and wood engraving. 

To all our readers who have thought of, or who 
wish to turn their attention to, geology we say, 
read this book.

‘in Paris; atthe latter all that are most sought after 
in science, in literature, or in art. The soirée of 
the Count de Salvandy on Thursday evening was 
‘particularly brilliant, and, although from the cir- 
-eumstance of the ladies being in deep court mourn- 
‘ing it might appear to want some of that liveliness 
_ which pleases the eye, there ‘was sufficient to give 
‘ adeep interest to the assembly, and to render it

At present, it appears, only two rooms, or 
portions of two rooms, are laid open. One is 
paved with red tesselated work; the other with a 
concrete of lime and pounded tile, with a layer 
of coarser pieces of tile on the surface, The lat- 
ter apartment is semicircular on one side, which 
projects beyond the outer wall of the other room. 
‘The flooring is supported by pillars about two feet 
in height, each formed of fourteen square tiles 
covered with larger tiles, upon which is placed 
the flooring. The whole is in good preservation, 
and affords an excellent example of the usual 
mode adopted by the Romans for ensuring warmth 
throughout their domestic dwellings by means of 
heated air, which was carried up the walls through 
oblong tiles with circular apertures. There is a 
recess in the wall, or seat for two persons, The 
outer wall of the semicircular apartment has been 
entirely removed at some remote period; but that 
of the other room is in part standing to the height 
of several feet, and is entirely composed of long, 
flat, red tiles, with an occasional course of pale yel- 
low ones. ‘The remains afford not only a good 
example of the character of the dwelling-houses 
of Roman London, but, in connection with the 
debris of medieval buildings of -yarious epochs 
which have accumulated over the Roman struc- 
ture, give a good notion of subterranean London, 
and show how the soil, by the decay or overthrow 
of successive buildings, has been raised; while 
below the Roman remains, nearer the present 
street, are to be seen the wooden piles driven 
through the marshy soil by the Roman builders, 
to support the substructure of their houses,
